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Thieu Resigns; Bitterly Attacks U.S. 


SAIGON (AP) - With tears in his 
ey es, President Ngu y en Van Thieu 
anno u nced his resignatio n to night in a 
natio nwide telev isio n bro adcast as 
No rth V ietnam ese fo rces pressed 
clo ser to ward Saigo n. 
He said So u th Vietnam co u ld no t win 
militarily and blamed the United 
States fo r its failu re, say ing Secretary 
o f State Henry A. Kissinger was u nable 
to ' perceiv e that 
the 
1973 
Paris 
agreem ent ‘‘led the So u th Vietnamese 
peo ple to death.” 
Altho u gh Thieu ’s o u ster had been 
demanded repeatedly by the Viet Co ng 
as the first step to ward a nego tiated 
settlement, there was no indicatio n it 
wo u ld bring an immediate halt to the 
fighting that has swept clo ser and 
clo ser to Saigo n. 
Despite Thieu ’s decisio n to resign, 
so me U.S. ex perts say that fighting in 
So u th Vietnam so fav o rs the Co m­ 
mu nist-led fo rces that it is do u btfu l 
they wo u ld be willing to nego tiate ev en 
with Thieu go ne. 
Thieu himself declared, ‘‘There will 


be mo re challenges and fierce fighting 
in the near fu tu re.” 
He named Vice President Tran Van 
Hu o ng, 
71, 
to 
su cceed 
to 
the 
presidency . 
Thieu , 52, who has headed the Saigo n 
regime fo r two term s, o r nearly eight 
y ears, stepped do wn as 10 No rth 
Vietnamese and Viet Co ng div isio ns 
threatened Saigo n. Radio co ntact was 
lo st with So u th Vietnamese fo rces 
u nder heav y attack at Xu an I/>c, the 
gateway to the capital 40 miles east o f 
Saigo n, and still ano ther pro v ince o n 
the co ast 35 miles farther east ap­ 
parently was abo u t to fall. 
There was no Immediate reactio n 
fro m the Viet Co ng. 
In his telev ised address, Thieu said, 
“ I to ld President Nix o n and the U.S. 
Co ngress that I did no t demand an in­ 
definite assistance bu t o nly assistance 
fo r fiv e y ears so we can dev elo p o u r 
eco no my .” 
“ I said I was like a newly reco v ered 
patient and if I am giv en eno u gh 
medicines so o n, I 
will be stro ng 


eno u gh. Bu t later the internal affairs 
o f the U.S. prev ented the Repu blic o f 
Vietnam fro m getting su fficient as­ 
sistance. 
“ While the assistance is insu fficient 
and the 300,000 No rth Vietnamese still 
in So u th Vietnam co ntinu e to receiv e 
tanks and artillery pieces fro m the 
So v iet Unio n and Red China, repair 
their airfields and establish mo re 
infantry 
div isio ns, 
So u th 
Vietnam 
stands u nder a defensiv e po sitio n, 
u nable to do mu ch, u nable to bo mb 
No rth Vietnam becau se o f the lack o f 
military aid. 
“ We co u ld no t back u p o u r defense 
lines becau se we did no t hav e eno u gh 
helico pters, am m u nitio n, weapo ns, 
and we had to retreat, and we were 
blamed fo r no t being capable o f 
defending the land.” 
Co ntinu ing his bitter attack o n the 
U.S. go v ernment, Thieu referring to 
American tro o p presence in the So u th, 
said; 
“ Half a millio n (American) tro o ps 


and $300 billio n can’t win o v er the 
Co mmu nists. The ARVN (Army o f the 
Repu blic o f Vietnam) lack o f B52s and 
o thers means let (So u th Vietnamese) 
so ldiers die. It is an inhu mane act.” 
Thieu said the United States was the 
"champio n o f freedo m” and in o ne 
y ear wo u ld celebrate its 200th an­ 
niv ersary . He said sarcastically that 
the $300 millio n in su pplemental aid 
requ ested fo r his go v ernment bu t no t 
y et appro v ed by Co ngress “ was o nly 10 
day s o f fighting time fo r U.S. tro o ps 
here.” 
He said 
U.S. 
aid cu ts led to 
disastro u s So u th Vietnamese retreats 
and casu alties that gav e u p 50 per cent 
o f So u th Vietnam’s land and half o f its 
20 millio n po pu latio n to the Co mmu nist 
side. Other so u rces, ho wev er, say 
three-qu arters o f So u th Vietnam are 
u nder the co ntro l o f Co mmu nist-led 
fo rces. 
There was specu latio n that Thieu ’s 
su ccesso r. Hu o ng, who is in po o r 
health and v irtu ally 
blind, wo u ld 


resign alo ng with the entire Cabinet 
and that 61-y ear-o ld 'I ran Van lam , 
the president o f the Senate, wo u ld 
beco me president. 
Thieu ackno wledged in his telev isio n 
address that So u th Vietnam has lo st 50 
per cent o f its land o ther o fficials pu t 
it at 75 per cent 
and half o f its 20 
millio n po pu latio n to the Co mmu nist 
side. 
Thieu said that in 1973, at the time o f 
the signing o f the Paris agreement, he 
asked the United States to prev ent 
No rth Vietnamese aggressio n if there 
was ano ther “ inv asio n,” to reco gnize 
Saigo n as the so le legitimate go v ern­ 
ment in the So u th, and to assu re su f­ 
ficient aid fo r the So u th Vietnamese to 
defend themselv es. 
He said fo rmer Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew flew to Saigo n then “bu t 
gu aranteed o nly the first two po ints. 
There was no thing abo u t the third 
po int (aid) and 1 started to hav e so me 
do u bts.” 
The first o rder o f bu siness fo r the

The 52-y ear-o ld president, who has 
headed the Saigo n regime fo r 10 y ears, 
finally bo wed to the inev itable with 10 
No rth Vietnamese and Viet Co ng 
div isio ns threatening Saigo n, radio 
co ntact lo st with So u th Vietnamese 
fo rces fighting a lo sing battle at Xu an 
I/v c 40 miles east o f Saigo n, and the 
apparently imminent lo ss o f still 
ano ther pro v ince o n the co ast 35 miles 
farther east. 
So u rces said So u th V ietnam ese 
planes lo st co ntact with the go v ern­ 
m ent’s 18th Div isio n in Xu an Ix >c early 
to day .

SAIGON, So u th Vietnam (AP) — 
Cru cifix io n, beheading, sto ning? 
Or 
packed mo v ie 
ho u ses, 
o pen 
restu rants, and scho o lday s as u su al? 
Tho se are the two v iews o f life in the 
19 pro v inces o f So u th Vietnam o c­ 
cu pied this y ear by the Viet Co ng and 
the No rth Vietnamese. 
An estimated 7 millio n peo ple hav e 
lieen bro u ght u nder Co mmu nist ru le. 
Depending o n who y o u talk to , their 
life is either a blo o d bath o r a lo v e 
bath. 
U.S. 
Embassy o fficials are the 
pro po nents o f the blo o d bath theo ry . 
They are so liciting Western newsmen 
in Saigo n with details o f ho rrendo u s 
crimes they claim are co mmitted by 
the Co mmu nist o ccu patio n fo rces. 
The So u th Vietnamese go v ernment 
will say o nly that it has “so me co n­ 
firm ing 
ev idence.” 
Bu t 
y o u ng 
Embassy aides with sheav es o f pink 
co pies o f repo rts to Washingto n tell o f 
the ex ecu tio n o f 300 so ldiers and 
po licemen o n the streets o f Ban Me 
Thu o t and the who lesale killing o f half- 
American babies in the co astal city o f 
Nha Trang. 
One U.S. o fficial admitted: “Well, 
ho nestly , we are making a lo t o f this 
issu e becau se it can affect o ngo ing 
deliberatio ns o f the aid pro gram here. 
We kno w so me co ngressmen are al­ 
ready wav ering to o u r side.” 
The o ther v ersio n o f the o ccu patio n 
sto ry is to ld by representativ es o f the 
Viet Co ng’s Pro v isio nal Rev o lu tio nary 
Go v ernment in their weekly news 
co nferences at Saigo n’s Tan So n Nhu t 
air base. 
“ We will treat hu manely , genero u sly 
and ho nestly all tho se who hav e 
co o perated with the ad v ersaries 
pro v ided they sto p sabo taging u s and 
sto p serv ing the interests o f the Thieu 
adm inistratio n,” said a Viet Co ng 
spo kesman o n Satu rday . 
So me fo reign newsmen statio ned in 
Hano i, the No rth Vietnamese capital, 
hav e v isited Da Nang, the seco nd 


largest city in So u th Vietnam which 
was giv en u p witho u t a fight three 
weeks ago . 
“The peo ple are enjo y ing a no rmal 
life,” Chiaki H irabay ashi o f the 
Japan ese 
Co m mu nist 
party 
new spaper A kahata repo rted o n 
Su nday . 


He repo rted mo st o f the gas statio ns 
and au to repair sho ps were o pen, that 
fiv e mo v ie ho u ses were o perating, and 
children were go ing to scho o l 
A repo rter fo r Agence F rance 
ITesse, the French news agency , sent 
a sim ilar repo rt fro m Da Nang. 
Many o f the Vietnamese who fled 
fro m Co mmu nist-co ntro lled regio ns 
tell the same sto ry . 
Bu t U.S. o fficials insist that a 
Co m m u nist takeo v er m eans the 
metho dical, sy stematic ex ecu tio n o f 
o fficials and o fficers who wo rked fo r 
the Saigo n go v ernment. 
"There are a millio n So u th Viet­ 
namese o n the blo o d debt list. They are 
m arked fo r certain death,” asserted 
o ne American who has spent y ears 
do cu menting this theo ry . 
Repo rts o f po licemen and so ldiers 
killed are nu mero u s eno u gh, ev en 
tho u gh u nv erified, to indicate that the 
Co mmu nit takeo v er has no t all been a 
lo v e feast. Bu t it still canno t be said 
with certainty whether the Viet Co ng 
and the No rth Vietnamese are engaged 
in the metho dical eradicatio n o f Saigo n 
o fficials o r whether they are try ing to 
bring a spirit o f reco nciliatio n and 
no rmalcy to the cities and v illages 
they hav e captu red.

Becau se all states with death 
penalties at that time gav e ju ries that 
po wer, all co ndemned inmates were 
giv en life sentences instead as a resu lt 
o f the co u rt’s ru ling.

SAIGON (AP) — With tears in his 
eyes, President Nguyen Van Thieu 
announced his resignation tonight in a 
nationwide television broadcast as 
North V ietnam ese forces pressed 
closer toward Saigon. 
He said South Vietnam could not win 
militarily and blamed the United 
States for its failure, saying Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger was unable 
to 
perceive 
that 
the 
1973 
Paris 
agreement “ led the South Vietnamese 
people to death.” 
Although Thieu’s ouster had been 
demanded repeatedly by the Viet Cong 
as the first step toward a negotiated 
settlement, there was no indication it 
would bring an immediate halt to the 
fighting that has swept closer and 
closer to Saigon. 
Despite Thieu’s decision to resign, 
some U.S. experts say that fighting in 
South Vietnam so favors the Com­ 
munist-led forces that it is doubtful 
they would be willing to negotiate even 
with Thieu gone. 
Thieu himself declared, “ There will 


be more challenges and fierce fighting 
in the near future.” 
He named Vice President Tran Van 
Huong, 
71, 
to

presidency. 
Thieu, 52, who has headed the Saigon 
regime for two term s, or nearly eight 
years, stepped down as IO North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong divisions 
threatened Saigon.

One U.S. official admitted: “ Well, 
honestly, we are making a lot of this 
issue because it can affect ongoing 
deliberations of the aid program here. 
We know some congressmen are al­ 
ready wavering to our side.” 
The other version of the occupation 
story is told by representatives of the 
Viet Cong’s Provisional Revolutionary 
Government in their weekly news 
conferences at Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut 
air base. 
“ We will treat humanely, generously

provided they stop sabotaging us and 
stop serving the interests of the Thieu 
administration,” said a Viet Cong 
spokesman on Saturday.

Postmaster General Benjamin F. 
Bailar has warned that “an ex cessiv e 
p ay p ack age coming ou t of collectiv e 
bargaining wou ld contribu te to p rice 
inflation” and cou ld lead to job losses. 
The Postal Serv ice ex p ects to wind 
u p the cu rrent fiscal y ear Ju ne 30 with 
a d eficit of more than $800 million.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) - The 
hu man jaw is getting smaller, its chin 
is reced ing and its teeth are getting 
more crook ed , say s a Univ ersity of 
Michigan scientist. 
“Ou r whole facial stru ctu re below 
the ey es is falling to p ieces,’’say s Dr. 
Jam es E. Harris, chairman of the 
d ep artment of orthod ontics. “When we 
see a p erson with p erfect teeth, it’s so 
rare that we tak e p ictu res.” 
Harris has sp ent the p ast d ecad e 
stu d y ing the teeth of ancient and 
p resent d ay Nu bians, a genetically 
d istinct tribe who liv ed along the bank s 
of the Nile Riv er for thou sand s of 
y ears. 
Harris and his colleagu es stu d ied the 
N u bians, who ex hibit the facial 
featu res of Cau casians and the bone 
stru ctu re of black Africans, becau se 
sk eletal remains d ating back to 200- 
1500 A.D. were av ailable. 
He began his stu d y to d etermine why 
so m any p eop le — p articu larly 
Americans — su ffer from maloc­ 
clu sion, or “ bad bite.” 
The scientists comp ared the d ental 
and sk eletal record s of p resent d ay 
Nu bians with those of their ancestors. 
H arris fou nd th at the av erage 
Nu bian’s teeth are not nearly as 
crook ed as the av erage American’s. 
The reason may be the greater mix of 
racial grou p s in America, he said . 
“ You tak e p eop le with long head s, 
rou nd head s, sq u are head s and y ou 
throw them all together, y ou ’re ask ing 
for trou ble. You ’re ask ing for a har­ 
moniou s face from a series of genes 
that are not p rogrammed to p rod u ce a 
harmoniou s resu lt. 
“ I t’s rem ark ab le we look lik e 
hu mans,” he said . 
Harris said the p rimary reason 
hu m ans 
regu larly 
su ffer 
from 
malocclu sion is their jaw is growing 
smaller with the teeth getting smaller, 
too, bu t at a far slower rate. 
Thu s, teeth crowd into an u nd ersized 
jawbone and the conseq u ences are 
jammed , crook ed teeth. 
Normally , genetic changes harmfu l 
to a sp ecies—lik e too small jaws—are 
not rep rod u ced becau se the sp ecies 
u su ally d oes not su rv iv e to breed . 
Bu t with civ ilization and softer 
food s, child ren with malocclu sions 
hav e su rv iv ed and p assed on d efectiv e 
genes to their child ren. 
“The cranio-facial sy stem is the only 
sy stem in the bod y that can comp letely 
collap se and y ou can still rep rod u ce,” 
said Harris. 
Harris foresees a grad u al worsening 
of hu man teeth ov er the nex t sev eral 


thou sand y ears. 
“There is no reason to believ e the 
face is not going to continu e to get 
worse and worse,” he said . “We will 
hav e more and more p oorly formed 
teeth, and a consistently worse bite.”

Postal Talks Open; 
Rate Boost 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The price of 
mailing a letter is in the balance as 
contract talks begin between the 
Postal Service and four unions 
representing 600,000 workers. 
Postal officials have said the cost of 
the settlement will help fix the size of 
the postal rate increase planned later 
this year. 
In the talks that begin today, the 
unions are determined to win a hefty 
hike in wages and benefits in what the 
Ford administration says is “the most 
important 
collective 
bargaining 
agreement” this year. 
Because the settlement will be 
watched closely by other unions facing 
negotiations later this year and in 1976, 
the Council on Wage and Price 
Stability has announced it will “moni­ 
tor” the talks for their potential in­ 
flationary impact. 
Postmaster General Benjamin F. 
Bailar has warned that “ an excessive 
pay package coming out of collective 
bargaining would contribute to price 
inflation” and could lead to job losses. 
The Postal Service expects to wind 
up the current fiscal year June 30 with 
a deficit of more than $800 million. 
Although officials are concerned that 
higher rates could lead to a decline in 
mail usage and further reduce 
revenues, they have already an­ 
nounced the need to increase the price 
of a first-class 10-cent stamp to 12 or 13 
cents. 
The exact amount hinges on the size 
of the new contract, they say. 
The current pact expires July 21, but 


because 
of 
long 
ratification 
procedures, bargainers will be pressed 
to reach a settlement several weeks 
earlier. The unions are prohibited by 
law from striking, but several have 
adopted a 
“ no-contract, no-work” 
stance. 


Involved in the talks along with the 
Letter Carriers union are the 300,000- 
member American Postal Workers 
Union; the Manhandles Division of 
the laborers International Union with 
47,000 members, and the 46,000- 
member National 
Rural 
Letter 
Carriers Association. 
Bernard Cushman, chief negotiator 
for the four unions, says that postal 
workers earn anywhere from 74 cents 
to $1.94 an hour less than employes of 
United Parcel Service, the gov­ 
ernment’s chief competitor. 
Darrell Brown, Cushman’s coun­ 
terpart at the Postal Service, contends 
wages are already comparable with 
private industry. 
Postal workers, who won a $l,100-a- 
year increase two years ago plus 
semiannual 
cost-of-living 
ad­ 
justments, currently earn to top of 
about $12,000, 
excluding 
fringe 
benefits. 


In addition to a wage boost, they are 
expected to seek a higher cost-of-living 
formula; a 35-hour week with volun­ 
tary overtime instead of the current 40 
hours with up to two hours a day of 
mandatory overtime; fully paid life, 
health and retirement benefits and 
dental insurance.

ANN ARBOR, Mich. (AP) - The 
human jaw is getting smaller, its chin 
is receding and its teeth are getting 
more crooked, says a University of 
Michigan scientist. 
“ Our whole facial structure below 
the eyes is falling to pieces,’’says Dr. 
James E. Harris, chairman of the 
department of orthodontics. “ When we 
see a person with perfect teeth, ifs so 
rare that we take pictures.” 
Harris has spent the past decade 
studying the teeth of ancient and 
present day Nubians, a genetically 
distinct tribe who lived along the banks 
of the Nile River for thousands of 
years. 
Harris and his colleagues studied the 
Nubians, who exhibit the facial 
features of Caucasians and the bone 
structure of black Africans, because 
skeletal remains dating back to 200- 
1500 A.D. were available. 
He began his study to determine why 
so many people — particularly 
Americans — suffer from maloc­ 
clusion, or “ bad bite.” 
The scientists compared the dental 
and skeletal records of present day 
Nubians with those of their ancestors. 
Harris found that the average 
Nubian’s teeth are not nearly as 
crooked as the average American’s. 
The reason may be the greater mix of 
racial groups in America, he said. 
“ You take people with long heads, 
round heads, square heads and you 
throw them all together, you’re asking 
for trouble. You’re asking for a har­ 
monious face from a series of genes 
that are not programmed to produce a 
harmonious result. 
“ I f s rem arkable we look like 
humans,” he said. 
Harris said the primary reason 
humans 
regularly 
suffer 
from 
malocclusion is their jaw is growing 
smaller with the teeth getting smaller, 
too, but at a far slower rate. 
Thus, teeth crowd into an undersized 
jawbone and the consequences are 
jammed, crooked teeth. 
Normally, genetic changes harmful 
to a species—like too small jaws—are 
not reproduced because the species 
usually does not survive to breed. 
But with civilization and softer 
foods, children with malocclusions 
have survived and passed on defective 
genes to their children. 
“The craniofacial system is the only 
system in the body that can completely 
collapse and you can still reproduce,” 
said Harris. 
Harris foresees a gradual worsening 
of human teeth over the next several

indication of a retreat from the 
devastated city. But others said the 
battered remnants of the 18th Division 
were pulling out and heading for 
Saigon. 
The North Vietnamese have already 
cut the road between Saigon and Xuan 
I,oc, and Xuan Loc is no longer consid­ 
ered strategically vital to the defense 
of the national capital. But the fierce 
battle has been a test of the South 
Vietnamese army’s determination to 
fight again, after the swift loss of 
three-fourths of the country. The loss 
of this battle would probably further 
damage the morale of the army and of 
the population of Saigon. 
North Vietnamese tanks and in­ 
fantrymen continued their advance 
down the coast to strike at the heart of 
Ham Tan, the capital of Binh Tuy 
province. The airfield three miles 
northwest of the city was attacked just 
before dawn. 
Field reports said civilians and 
soldiers began evacuating the city 
Sunday. It appeared the government 
units were fighting to gain time for the 
evacuation rather than to defend the 
city. 
If it falls, Binh Tuy will be the 20th of 
South Vietnam’s 44 provinces lost to 
the Communists this year. 
The blackout on news from Cam­ 
bodia continued, but newsmen along 
the Thai-Cambodian border could see 
Khmer Rouge peacefully occupying 
the border town of Poipet Sunday. The 
Thai government announced that it 
will deliver to the new Cambodian 
government all military equipment 
brought into Thailand by fleeing 
Cambodian troops, including dozens of 
trucks and armored vehicles, several 
planes, four patrol boats and hundreds 
of weapons. 
About 470 evacuees from Saigon 
arrived at Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines as the evacuation of 
Americans and their Vietnamese 
dependents accelerated.

Considering the av erage 4.1 
per cent increase in energy 
consumption in the United 
States each y ear since I960, 


the turnaround in 1974 was 
remarkable. As computed by 
the Bureau of Mines, energy 
consumption last y ear was 
down 2.2 per cent. 


That is the first time in 23 
y ears that Americans used 
less energy than they had in 
the preceding 
y ear. 
The 
Bureau of Mines has not y et 
pinpointed how much of the 


decreased consumption 
is 
attributable to higher prices, 
the Arab oil boy cott, industrial 
slowdown or sev eral other 
contributing factors. 


But 
the 
areas

conserv ation are clear. Use of 
energy in transportation was 
down 
3.4 
per 
cent 
and 
household and commercial use 
declined 
2.9 
per 
cent. 


Electrical generation and 
industrial use both consumed 
about one per cent less energy 
last y ear than in 197 3. 


Considering primary energy 
sources, consumption declined 
in six of eight categories. Only 
in 
nuclear 
energy 
and 
hy droelectric power were 
increases recorded 
Nuclear 
power output was up 32 per 
cent, 
while 
hy droelectric 
power produced for utilities 
increased less than 2 per cent.

So began the $25 billion (plus) Apollo 
program, which ev entually put a dozen 
astronauts on the lunar surface, and 
closed forev er the “ gap” between U.S.

The Genera] Assembly remained 
active 
this 
past 
week 
passing 
legislation which, among other things; 
1) banned the use and possession of 
slot machines and roulette wheels: 2) 
clarified 
the 
laws 
on 
the 
ad­ 
m inistration and enforcement of 
charitable trusts: 3) established a land 
use review committee: and 4) adopted 
an 
Interstate 
Compact 
on 
the 
Placement of Children. 
While these and other legislative 
matters were dealt with, the principal 
item of consideration continues to be 
committee work on the biennial budget 
for the next two fiscal years beginning 
July 1. 


The legislature has before it two 
biennial budget bills designed to keep 
the State operating during the next two 
years. One bill, H.B. 155, introduced by 
House 
F in an ce-A p p rop riation s 
Chairman Myrl Shoemaker, calls for 
the appropriation of $ 11.5 billion for the 
next two years. The other bill, H. B. 
555, 
represents 
the 
Governor’s 
proposal to spend $ 12.2 billion during 
the next two years. 


An inherent element of the Gover­ 
nor’s spending proposals as in­ 
troduced, an element which would 
keep his budget in balance, was a plan 
to change the payment dates for the 
corporate franchise tax. 
Presently, and as an example, 
corporations pay their 1974 corporate 
franchise income tax in 1975, usually in 
three installments — one on January 
31, one on March 31 and one on May 31. 
On the other hand, most individual tax 
payers pay their personal income tax 
simultaneously as they earn it, usually 
by having it withheld from each 
paycheck. The Governor’s plan, from 
which he has now withdrawn his 
support, wculd have had corporations 
paying their franchise-income tax 
currently, similar to individual tax­ 
payers.

This change would result in an extra 
$ 200 plus million being available to 
appropriate.

Governor has disowned the tax 
payment change, his budget is now out 
of balance. He has yet to support cuts 
to restore his budget to a balanced 
condition.

newsletters, one major fiscal issue 
confronting

Assembly is the determination of the 
appropriate levels of state funding for 
the operating costs of Ohio’s 616 school 
districts. Currently', the State of Ohio 
supports, statewide, approximately 40 
per cent of the operating costs of 
school districts. Various educational 
interest groups and a Committee of the 
State Board of Education have gone on 
public record as strongly recom­ 
mending that the goal of educational 
financing in Ohio for the near future 
should be to raise state financial 
support of primary and secondary 
education to 50 per cent of the com­ 
bined total state, local and federal 
sources of school district operating 
funds. 
The fiscal implications of raising 
state funding 
for 
prim ary and 
secondary education to 45 per cent 
through the 1975-1977 biennium are 
increased costs to the State of Ohio of 
approximately $ 550 million. 
Most 
certainly 
prim ary 
and 
secondary education is a principal 
concern of mine. While at this time I 
cannot tell you precisely how many 
new state dollars will go to primary 
and secondary education, I can tell you 
it will be a record high amount. 


Our state’s mental health treatment 
system is also a major concern of 
mine, and I can tell you I’ll be most 
supportive of increases in this area. 
Since 1967, when the Legislature 
enacted H.B. 648 (107th General 
Assembly), our state has been making 
major strides to move the mental 
health treatment system away from 
the institutionalization approach, and 
into the community treatment method. 
Presently, there are about 50 
community 
m ental 
health 
and 
retardation boards in Ohio, popularly 
referred to as 
“ 648” 
Boards 
in 
recognition 
of 
their 
enabling 
legislation. These boards received 
initial state funding at the rate of $ 1.00 
per capita ($ 1.00 for each person 
within their jurisdiction). During this 
present fiscal year, the per capita 
support figure is $ 1.91. This figure will 
be significantly increased in the next 
biennium.

Mental Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation, which during the present 
biennium stands at approximately $ 466 
million, will be increased above the 
half billion dollar mark during the next 
biennium.

First W om en's Bank Sets O peration 


NEW YORK (AP) — After three 
years of trying to raise capital and 
meet state requirements, the First 
Women’s Bank says it will be certified 
soon and will begin full operation in the 
fall. 
The bank bills itself as the first 
com m ercial 
bank 
to 
be 
non- 
discriminatory in its hiring, promotion 
and credit policies and first to place 
special emphasis on meeting the 
financial needs of women. 
"Some people thought we’d never 
get off the ground. But the bank has 


generated so much enthusiasm people 
are already sending in deposits. It was 
definitely an idea whose time has 
come,” said Madeline McWhinney, the 
bank’s president. 
Bank officers say it will be a full 
service bank that will make special 
efforts to create banking career op­ 
portunities for women. They also say 
they plan to advance credit and loans 
to women who are having trouble 
getting financial help from the larger 
established banks.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - One 
of 
California’s 
first 
highway 
patrolwomen says she’s had to deal 
with kisses as well as speeders during 
her first weeks on the job. 
“ He stepped forward and I stepped 
back and he just sort of grazed my 
sleeve,” Officer Vivian Winsor said of 
a motorist who tried to kiss her when 
she let him go without a ticket. 


Another driver was so shocked to see 
a woman in a California Highway 
Patrol uniform that he called his 
passenger out of their car for a look at 
her, said the 31-year-old Mrs. Winsor, 
one of 26 women now patroling the 
highways in California. 
Officer Debbie Street says she’s also 
had an identity problem with some 
motorists. 
“ That’s the funny part,” she said. 
“ Most of them don’t even realize I’m 
female.” 
The patrol dropped its all-male 
barrier last fall when it allowed 41 
women to enroll in its 16-week officer 
training program . 
Twenty-seven 
women were graduated from the train­ 
ing academy in January. One has since 
left the patrol. 
The training program was the first 
step in a two-year experiment to 
determine whether women can func­ 
tion as patrolmen. Officials say only 
one other state, Pennsylvania, has as 
extensive a program for its state police 
agency. 
“ Of every state we contacted, we 
have only heard of the Pennsylvania 
State Police having even a comparable 
number of women,” said Lt. Joe Barn­ 


ett, who coordinated the female cadet 
program. 
He said California’s program ap­ 
pears to be working so far. 
“ The ratings we get in from the field 
are what we normally get,” he said. 
“ Most of them are performing at an 
average level and a few are above 
average and a few below average.” 
Barnett said female officers have 
been involved in some felony arrests 
and at least one case where a suspect 
was armed. 
“ But to my knowledge there has 
been 
no 
m ajor 
physical 
con­ 
frontation,” he said. 
One woman officer was seriously 
injured in a traffic accident as she 
raced to the scene of a bar fight. She 
has since been released from the 
hospital, officials said. 


O hio Cities Am ong 
W ater Sam ples 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Seven Ohio 
cities were among 79 listed by the 
Environmental Protection Agency on 
Friday as having organic chemicals, 
including some possible cancer- 
causing agents, in their drinking 
water. 
The U.S. EPA tested water in ou 
cities. 
The Ohio cities were Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, 
Columbus, 
Piqua, 
Youngstown, Dayton and Indian Hill. 
Earlier EPA research had found 
organic chemicals in the drinking 
water at Cincinnati, Ohio, and New 
Orleans, La.

Portland, Ore.; and Portland, Maine. 
The First Women’s Bank will be 
open to men and women. There are 
five men on the board of directors 
along with feminist Betty Friedan, 
designer Pauline Trigere and Adver­ 
tising executive Jane Trahey. 
Miss McWhinney says that an im­ 
portant part of the bank’s business will 
be counselling and reference. She says 
she hopes to have a library of financial 
and 
consum er 
information 
and 
eventually hold seminars on money 
management and investment. 


Miss McWhinney, who is married 
but prefers to use her maiden name for 
business, came to the Women’s Bank 
after 30 years with the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York where she 
was its highest ranking female officer. 
She said that the new bank has 7,000 
shareholders who have bought stock at 
$ 15 a share to help raise the $ 3 million 
necessary for capitalization. The first 
effort to raise $ 4 million failed because 
of the difficult economic times, not 
from lack of enthusiasm, she said. 
The bank’s temporary, cardboard 
box cluttered offices are on East 57th 
Street in a windowless basment The 
bank plans to move into permanent, 
above-ground offices eventually.

Legislative Report 


By MYRL SHOEMAKER,

The General Assembly remained 
active this past week 
passing 
legislation which, among other things: 
I) banned the use and possession of 
slot machines and roulette wheels: 2) 
clarified the laws 
on the ad­ 
m inistration and enforcement of 
charitable trusts: 3) established a land 
use review committee: and 4) adopted 
an 
Interstate Compact 
on 
the 
Placement of Children. 
While these and other legislative 
matters were dealt with, the principal 
item of consideration continues to be 
committee work on the biennial budget 
for the next two fiscal years beginning 
July I. 


The legislature has before it two 
biennial budget bills designed to keep 
the State operating during the next two 
years. One bill, H.B. 155, introduced by 
House 
F inance-A ppropriations 
Chairman Myrl Shoemaker, calls for 
the appropriation of $11.5 billion for the 
next two years. The other bill, H. B. 
555, 
represents 
the 
Governor’s 
proposal to spend $12.2 billion during 
the next two years. 


Jail 


An inherent element of the Gover­ 
nor’s spending proposals as in­ 
troduced, an element which would 
keep his budget in balance, was a plan 
to change the payment dates for the 
corporate franchise tax. 
Presently, and as an example, 
corporations pay their 1974 corporate 
franchise income tax in 1975, usually in 
three installments — one on January 
31, one on March 31 and one on May 31. 
On the other hand, most individual tax 
payers pay their personal income tax 
simultaneously as they earn it, usually 
by having it withheld from each 
paycheck. The Governor’s plan, from 
which he has now withdrawn his 
support, would have had corporations 
paying their franchise-income tax 
currently, similar to individual tax­ 
payers.

I wanderer was on his way home from 
work when he was stopped by Charles 
Moore, 32, of Xenia. 
Moore told him he had a friend in his 
car who had taken 28 valium pills and 
asked if Landerer would escort him to 
the hospital. 
“Follow me,” Landerer answered 
unhesitatingly, according to Moore. 
I wanderer was ticketed by a police 
officer who followed them to the 
hospital, where the woman had her 
stomach pumped in the emergency 
room and was later released. 
Landerer entered an innocent plea, 
but Kettering Municipal Court referee 
J. Daniel Kilcoyne found him guilty as 
charged.

Governor has disowned the tax 
payment change, his budget is now out 
of balance. He has yet to support cuts 
to restore his budget to a balanced 
condition. 
For this and other reasons, the 
legislature will be using H.B. 155 as 
the budget bill vehicle.

newsletters, one major fiscal issue 
confronting 
the 
111th 
General 
Assembly is the determination of the 
appropriate levels of state funding for 
the operating costs of Ohio’s 616 school 
districts. Currently', the State of Ohio 
supports, statewide, approximately 40 
per cent of the operating costs of 
school districts. Various educational 
interest groups and a Committee of the 
State Board of Education have gone on 
public record as strongly recom­ 
mending that the goal of educational 
financing in Ohio for the near future 
should be to raise state financial 
support of primary and secondary 
education to 50 per cent of the com­ 
bined total state, local and federal 
sources of school district operating 
funds. 
The fiscal implications of raising 
state funding for prim ary and 
secondary education to 45 per cent 
through the 1975-1977 biennium are 
increased costs to the State of Ohio of 
approximately $550 million. 
Most 
certainly 
prim ary 
and 
secondary education is a principal 
concern of mine. While at this time I 
cannot tell you precisely how many 
new state dollars will go to primary 
and secondary education, I can tell you 
it will be a record high amount. 


Our state’s mental health treatment 
system is also a major concern of 
mine, and I can tell you I’ll be most 
supportive of increases in this area. 
Since 1967, when the legislature 
enacted H.B. 648 (107th General 
Assembly), our state has been making 
major strides to move the mental 
health treatment system away from 
the institutionalization approach, and 
into the community treatment method. 
Presently, there are about 50 
community 
mental 
health 
and 
retardation boards in Ohio, popularly 
referred to as 
“648” 
Boards 
in 
recognition 
of 
their 
enabling 
legislation. These boards received 
initial state funding at the rate of $1.00 
per capita ($1.00 for each person 
within their jurisdiction). During this 
present fiscal year, the per capita 
support figure is $1.91. This figure will 
be significantly increased in the next 
biennium. 
General 
Revenue 
Funds 
ap­ 
propriated to the Department of 
Mental Health and Mental Retar­ 
dation, which during the present 
biennium stands at approximately $466 
million, will be increased above the 
half billion dollar mark during the next 
biennium.

First W om en's Bank Sets Operation 


NEW YORK (AP) - After three 
years of trying to raise capital and 
meet state requirements, the First 
Women’s Bank says it will be certified 
soon and will begin full operation in the 
fall. 
The bank bills itself as the first 
comm ercial 
bank 
to 
be 
non­ 
discriminatory in its hiring, promotion 
and credit policies and first to place 
special emphasis on meeting the 
financial needs of women. 
“Some people thought we’d never 
get off the ground. But the bank has

generated so much enthusiasm people 
are already sending in deposits. It was 
definitely an idea whose time has 
come,” said Madeline McWhinney, the 
bank’s president.

They also say 
they plan to advance credit and loans 
to women who are having trouble 
getting financial help from the larger 
established banks.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) — One

patrolwomen says she’s had to deal 
with kisses as well as speeders during 
her first weeks on the job. 
"He stepped forward and I stepped 
back and he just sort of grazed my 
sleeve,” Officer Vivian Winsor said of 
a motorist who tried to kiss her when 
she let him go without a ticket. 


Another driver was so shocked to see 
a woman in a California Highway 
Patrol uniform that he called his 
passenger out of their car for a look at 
her, said the 31-year-old Mrs. Winsor, 
one of 26 women now patroling the 
highways in California. 
Officer Debbie Street says she’s also 
had an identity problem with some 
motorists. 
“That’s the funny part,” she said. 
“Most of them don’t even realize I’m 
female.” 
The patrol dropped its all-male 
barrier last fall when it allowed 41 
women to enroll in its 16-week officer 
training program . 
Twenty-seven 
women were graduated from the train­ 
ing academy in January. One has since 
left the patrol. 
The training program was the first 
step in a two-year experiment to 
determine whether women can func­ 
tion as patrolmen. Officials say only 
one other state, Pennsylvania, has as 
extensive a program for its state police 
agency. 
“Of every state we contacted, we 
have only heard of the Pennsylvania 
State Police having even a comparable 
number of women,” said Lt. Joe Barn- 


One interesting piece of legislation 
which the House considered on 
Thursday, April IO, is H.B. 63, spon­ 
sored by Wayne County Represen­ 
tative John Johnson. The bill, if 
enacted, will establish an Ohio Land 
Use Review Committee to review land 
use activities and recommend per­ 
tinent legislation.

Miss McWhinney says that an im­ 
portant part of the bank’s business will 
be counselling and reference. She says 
she hopes to have a library of financial 
and consumer information 
and 
eventually hold seminars on money 
management and investment. 


Miss McWhinney, who is married 
but prefers to use her maiden name for 
business, came to the Women’s Bank 
after 30 years with the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York where she 
was its highest ranking female officer. 
She said that the new bank has 7,000 
shareholders who have bought stock at 
$15 a share to help raise the $3 million 
necessary for capitalization. The first 
effort to raise $4 million failed because 
of the difficult economic times, not 
from lack of enthusiasm, she said. 
The bank’s temporary, cardboard 
box cluttered offices are on East 57th 
Street in a windowless basment. The 
bank plans to move into permanent, 
above-ground offices eventually.

Originally enacted to prevent price- 
cutting by big retailers to the disad­ 
vantage of smaller stores, they now 
“simply guarantee a retailer a certain 
profit on certain products,” the legal 
services group said. 
Other measures being backed by the 
legal services association would 
eliminate the liquor commission’s 1-2 
to 1-8 markup on beer and wine, 
respectively; prohibit the use of at­ 
torneys by both parties in cases before 
small claims courts, transfer the 
consumer protection division from the 
commerce department to the attorney 
general’s office, and repeal the 
“holder in due course” law which lets 
a retail sales outlet sell a consumer 
time purchase agreement to a finance 
company or other financial institution. 
In a variety of other measures, the 
General Assembly is being asked to: 
—Require dates on perishable food 
labels.

Real Economic 
Growth Predicted 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A F )- The 
nation’s real economic output should 
grow 4 to 6 per cent in the last six 
months of 1975, the Commerce 
Department’s chief economist says. 
James Fate, assistant secretary of 
commerce for economic affairs, said 
Saturday he sees consumer confidence 
returning with a slower rate of in­ 
creases in wholesale and consumer 
goods and critical raw materials 
prices and as the rate of layoffs 
declines. 
Fate says the decline in real gross 
national product announced last week 
shows that industries are using up in­ 
ventories and that that is an “absolute 
precondition” to resuming production 
and recalling laid-off workers. 
Fate added that although he ex­ 
pected some economic improvement 
by midyear, unemployment would 
remain high- peaking at about 9 per 
cent and remaining near that level 
until “very late in 1975”- and inflation 
would remain strong. 
Auto sales could hit 9 million this 
year, still far below the ll million or 12 
million Detroit has produced in a year, 
but strengthened demand probably 
would not show conclusively until 
introduction of the 1976 models in 
September, he said. 
.Consumer reluctance to buy also 
would be better overcome when the 
nation establishes an energy policy, he 
added. 
He predicted inflation w ould decline 
to about 6 per cent by the end of the 
year, compared to about 12 per cent at 
the start of the year and near 7 per cent 
now, but added that 6 per cent “is an 
awfully high rate.” 
Addressing the Ohio Associated 


Press Broadcasters Association spring 
meeting, Fate warned that the nation 
would be “running great risk of getting 
ourselves right back into that old 
pattern” if the federal deficit sub­ 
stantially exceeded $60 billion. He said 
he felt confident that the money 
market could finance a deficit of that 
magnitude but not one as high as $100 
million.

(Q.) While cleaning out my desk, I 
came across the contract, bills and 
other documents relating to the 
remodeling job I had done on my 
kitchen several years ago. Can I throw 
these papers away or are they still 
important for tax reasons? 
(A.) Keep these papers. In the event 
you ever sell your home, the basis of 
the property (generally what it cost 
you, increased by the cost of any 
improvements) will have to be com­ 
puted in order to determine your gain 
or loss. Thus, such records should be 
kept for as long as they are material in 
determining the basis of the original or 
replacement property. 
(Q.) I understand that the IRS winds 
up with thousands of undelivered 
refunds each year.

Traditional School 
Slated Next Year 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — A return to 
the traditional school concept will be 
included in the curriculum for 
students at Dayton’s Miami Chapel 
Elementary School next year as part 
of the system’s desegregation plan. 
The program calls for a minimum of 
such noise as ringing bells, changing of 
classes and hallway chatter. 
“ There have always been traditional 
schools,” said University of Dayton 
education professor 1-13 Gay, “ but it’s 
been since the ‘60s that they’ve re- 
emerged and are popular.” 
The traditional school, according to 
director of elementary education Bill 
Stolle, is like the schools many parents 
remember. Students from throughout 
the city can attend the school, which 
has a capacity of 700. 
“ Classes are self-contained,” he 
said. “ Students spend the day with one 
teacher, although there may be 
visiting music or art teachers. The 
same person teaches you all your 
subjects.” 
Gay said the traditional concept 
appears to offer more discipline. 
“ Students are talking to the teacher 
only. 
That 
teacher 
represents 
authority much like the parent. 
According to (¡ay 
and fellow 
education professor John Geiger, the 
movement toward the traditional 
school started with conservative 
whites but is now also popular with 
blacks. 
School officials are surprised at the 
response to the concept. Miami Chapel 
is an all-black school in a black neigh­ 
borhood. 
“ But a lot of whites are expressing 
an interest in going there,” said John 
Hertvik, a Dayton school official 
charged with explaining the deseg­ 
regation plan to the community. 
“ There is a certain simplicity about 


the school. Parents can relate to what 
is going on there because they ex­ 
perienced the same thing,” Geiger 
said. 
“ Schools and other institutions have 
become so complex. You might say 
this is a return to where we once 
were,” he added.

CLEVEI.AND, Ohio (AP) - U.S. 
Commerce Department figures for 
1972, the latest year available, reveal 
Ohio leads all states in the number of 
export-related jobs and is second in the 
dollar volume of export goods. 
According to Lothar Koeberer, 
director of the Geveland World Trade 
Association, Ohio listed 66,660 export- 
related jobs and $2.9 billion in trade in 
1972. 
Koeberer said that's 10,600 jobs 
more than Michigan reported, but 
Michigan was ahead in exports with

Church And State 
Clash In Portugal 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) — The 
election Friday of a constitutional 
assembly is widening the gulf between 
Portugal’s leftist military rulers and 
tte Roman Catholic Church. 
The ruling junta banned the church 
party, the Christian Democrats, from 
the ballot, and the church hierarchy a 
week ago warned Catholics not to vote 
for the Communists or any other party 
with an ideology “ incompatible with 
the Christian concept of man.” 
Meanwhile, the junta told voters 
confused by the presence of 12 parties 
on the ballot to vote anyway and cast a 
blank ballot. But the I^ay Council in 
Oporto, northern Portugal, said on 
Sunday that voters should show their 
preference clearly by marking their 
ballots. 
The council’s purpose was obviously 
to muster a sizable anti-Communist 
vote. It said the right to mark a ballot 
“ is a fundamental right of the human 
being,” and the election is important 
because it “ will make clearly known 
the political will of the Portuguese 
people.” 
The size of the Catholic vote is vir­ 
tually 
impossible 
to 
calculate. 
Although all of Portugal’s 9 million 


people are nominally Catholic, regular 
church attendance was estimated at 
less than 5 per cent before the military 
overthrew the rightist dictatorship a 
year ago. Since the revolution, the 
church has come under increasing 
attack because of its collaboration 
with the old regime. 


The elections are considered no 
more than a test of public opinion since 
all the parties allowed on the ballot had 
to agree that the constitution would be 
dictated by the 28-man, leftist- 
dominated m ilitary Revolutionary 
Council, the nation's supreme political 
authority. 


The campaign ends at midnight 
Tuesday after three weeks of speeches 
and rallies. The Socialist party and the 
centrist Popular Democratic party are 
favorites in the opinion polls.

NEW YORK (AP)- It may 
, 
sound odd, but Bob Dylan, the 
young guru of social com­ 
ment in song in the early 
1960s, complains that it’s 
tough to write that kind of 
song now. He says “ it’s hard 
to find a frontier.” 
The reclusive songsmith 
and singer made the com­ 
ment in a taped interview 
with singer Mary Travers — 
once of the Peter, Paul and 
Mary trio — for her syn­ 
dicated “ Mary Travers and 
Friend” radio show. 
The program is being 
broadcast this week on about 
80 stations. 
Dylan, who lists the late 
Woody Guthrie as a major in­ 
fluence in his songwriting ca­ 
reer, was asked if he felt 
social comment in song is sort 
of an unreasonable position to 
take these days. 
“ No, it’s a very reasonable 
position to take now,” he said. 
“ It’s just.. . hard to be spec­ 
ific about what we’re even 
talking about here, let alone 
try to write a song . . . or 
make some kind of art form 
out of these big situations 
which are happening in the 
world.” 
He didn’t elaborate on 
which situations he had in 
mind. 
The rarely interviewed per­ 
former, whose hit com­ 
positions include “ The Times, 
They 
Are 
A-Changin’,” 
complained to Miss Travers 
that the changes seem to be 
coming too briskly nowadays. 
“ From day to day, they’re 
just ^rolling over too fast to 
keep your eye on,” he said. 
“ Whereas back then (in the 
1930s), 
when 
Woody 
(Guthrie) was doing aU his 
writing things, the media 
wasn’t so powerful.” 
Dylan didn’t make clear if 
he was putting the blame for 
swift changes on the media. 
But he agreed with Miss 
Travers that whatever was in 
need of changing took longer 
to change back in the Guthrie 
era. 
Now, he said, “ it can be 
confusing if you want to write 
what they call topical songs. 
_____________ It’s hard to find a frontier.” 
Dylan, who of late hasn’t 
Equipment written what you’d call 
protest songs, said he was 
writing that kind of song well 
before they came into vogue, 
but called a halt when other 
performers and writers got 
into the act. 
“ Everybody gets on your 
case,” he groused. “ You just 
don’t want to do it anymore.” 
And, in an apparent refer­ 
ence to recording executives 
who wanted him to stay in the 
protest bag as long as hits re­ 
sulted, he said that “ you don’t 
want to do what you’re told to 
do. 
“ It’s discouraging, plus 
you’re just running over the 
same ground ... ’say it again, 
say it again.’ That’s what 
they want.’’ 
Dylan, who last year came 
out of near-total seclusion to 
make a successful concert 
tour of the United States, 
didn’t discuss his personal 
life or future plans during the 
interview, taped early this 
month in Oakland, Calif. But 
he did offer his method of 
recording an album. 
“ I just play what I want to 
play, and what comes out 
comes out,” he said. “ I don’t 
plan albums. All that pres­ 
sure’s off. I don’t have to go in 
and make an album every six 
months. I don’t think of it that 
way. 
“ I just continue to play my 
gee-tar and if there’s a song 
that’s in my heart to do, I’ll do 
it.”

Views On 
Television 


NEW YORK (AP) — It may 
, 
sound odd, but Bob Dylan, the 
young guru of social com­ 
ment in song in the early 
1960s, complains that it’s 
tough to write that kind of 
song now. He says “it’s hard 
to find a frontier.’’ 
The reclusive songsmith 
and singer made the com­ 
ment in a taped interview 
with singer Mary Travers — 
once of the Peter, Paul and 
Mary trio — for her syn­ 
dicated “Mary Travers and 
Friend” radio show. 
The program is being 
broadcast this week on about 
80 stations. 
Dylan, who lists the late 
Woody Guthrie as a major in­ 
fluence in his songwriting ca­ 
reer, was asked if he felt 
social comment in song is sort 
of an unreasonable position to 
take these days. 
“No, it’s a very reasonable 
position to take now,” he said. 
“It’s just. . . hard to be spec­ 
ific about what we’re even 
talking about here, let alone 
try to write a song . . . or 
make some kind of art form 
out of these big situations 
which are happening in the 
world.” 
He didn’t elaborate on 
which situations he had in 
mind. 
The rarely interviewed per­ 
former, whose hit com­ 
positions include “The Times, 
They 
Are 
A-Changin’,” 
complained to Miss Travers 
that the changes seem to be 
coming too briskly nowadays. 
“From day to day, they’re 
just rolling over too fast to 
keep your eye on,” he said. 
“Whereas back then (in the 
1930s), 
when 
Woody 
(Guthrie) was doing all his 
writing things, the media 
wasn’t so powerful.” 
Dylan didn’t make clear if 
he was putting the blame for 
swift changes on the media. 
But he agreed with Miss 
Travers that whatever was in 
need of changing took longer 
to change back in the Guthrie 
era. 
Now, he said, “it can be 
confusing if you want to write 
what they call topical songs. 
It’s hard to find a frontier.” 
Dylan, who of late hasn’t 
written what you’d call 
protest songs, said he was 
writing that kind of song well 
before they came into vogue, 
but called a halt when other 
performers and writers got 
into the act. 
“Everybody gets on your 
case,” he groused. “You just 
don’t want to do it anymore.” 
And, in an apparent refer­ 
ence to recording executives 
who wanted him to stay in the 
protest bag as long as hits re­ 
sulted, he said that “you don’t 
want to do what you’re told to 
do. 
“ It’s discouraging, plus 
you’re just running over the 
same ground ... ‘say it again, 
say it again.’ That’s what 
they want.’’ 
Dylan, who last year came 
out of near-total seclusion to 
make a successful concert 
tour of the United States, 
didn’t discuss his personal 
life or future plans during the 
interview, taped early this 
month in Oakland, Calif. But 
he did offer his method of 
recording an album. 
“I just play what I want to 
play, and what comes out 
comes out,” he said. “I don’t 
plan albums. All that pres­ 
sure’s off. I don’t have to go in 
and make an album every six 
months. I don’t think of it that 
way. 
“I just continue to play my 
gee-tar and if there’s a song 
that’s in my heart to do, I’ll do 
it.”
